House this morning and came back deeply 
impressed with the gravity of the situation. 
They presented their views to the executive 
session and demanded that a time be taken 
for voting upon the main way edt without 
loss of time. 

It was made clearly evident the advices in 


the possession of the President were of such 


character that any delay of the kind con- 
templated by Senator Gorman and his allies 
would be almost treasonable in its results. 
The Senate was given to understand that 
the latest reports from the Philippines in- 


cluded a positive threat from Aguinaldo to 


attack the American forces under Otis in 
the event of the rejection of the treaty of 
peace, on the theory that that would be the 
disavowal of sovereignty by the United 
States. 

Friends ot the treaty shy that at the 
present time there is not a two-thirds ma- 
jority, but they believe that in the ten days 
yet remaining the pressure of public pinion, 
particularly from the business interests, will 
be so great as to force the unpatriotic Sena- 
tors to vote for the treaty. 

No radical amendment will be adopted, 
but it is quite possible the Senate will agree 
te a resolution merely stating that ratifica- 
tion of the treaty does not necessarily bind 
the United States to retain permanent pos- 
séssion of the Philippine Islands. and that

Man Giving Name of H. Cornish Rents a. 
Private Postoffice Boxs—Had Sam- 
ples of Medicine Sent There from | 
Kutnew Brothers and Von Mohl 
Company of Cincinnati—Police Have 
the Letters—Arrest Is Expected—

New York, Jan. 25. 

The latest developments in the Adams- 


Barnet poisoning mystery is the discovery 
by the police that on

paid two months’ rent in advance and was 
given a card which entitled him to all the 
mall matter sent to box No. 10. Two pack- 
ages came to him by mail, and were by mis- 
take deposited in box No. 9. Whether or 
not he called for them is not known. If he 
did neither the manager nor his clerk re- 
members it. 

One package had been mailed in New York 
by the Kutnow Bros. and contained a sam- 
ple of the same powder in the same kind of 
a sample box as that sent to Harry Barnet. 
The other package was frem the Von Mohl 
company of Cincinnati, and contained a 
sample of pills they manufacture. These 
articles the detectives took to police head- 
quarters. 

Since then Captain McClusky has secured 
from the Kutnow Bros. a letter signed H. 
Cornish,“ on which they sent the sample 
package to the private postoffice on Broad- 
way. 

Through the Cincinnati police he also has 
possessed himself dt a letter written by the 
same H. Cornish” in which the writer 
asked for the samples which were found. 

The handwriting in these two letters has 
been compared with the handwriting on the 
package received by Harry Cornish, which 
contained the poison that killed Mrs. Adams, 
‘and the handwriting experts are agreed that 
the same hand which penned the letters ad- 
dressed the package sent to Cornish. 

Harry Cornish, physical director of the 
Knickerbocker Athletic club, has been con- 
fronted by Manager Harry Koch of the pri- 
vate postoffice and by his clerk. 

Koch says Cornish closely resembles the 

man who rented the letter box, and that if 
he had come to the postoffice wearing a white 
Fedora hat and a brown coat he would have 
delivered to him any mall found in box No. 
* without seeing his card. 
The handwriting experts, on the other 
mand say neither of the letters received in 
the private postoffice could have been written 
by Cornish.

According to the present program the agi-

General Assembly some time next week. 
Already a dozen or more bills relating to the 
question have made their appearance in the 
Legislature. They have been referred to the 
committees in charge of municipal affairs, of 
which Senator Hall and ee 
Mueller are the chairmen. 

Governor Tanner in his message recom- 
mended a diminution of street railroad fares 
and the control of such corporations by the 
Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners. 
He has nothing to say on the question of 
compensation. The bills introduced are by 
no means along the same lines. 

It is the purpose of these committees to 
begin the discussion of the proposition in all 
its phases some time next week. The Sen- 
ate committee will meet probably next 
Wednesday and that of the House the day 
after. The first meetings will probably be 
formal.

If is the purpose of the committees to invite 
to be present representatives of such organ- 
izations as the Citizens’ association of Chi- 
cago and the Municipal Voters’ league, to- 
gether with the officers of the street car com- 
panies and all persons interested.

sation for the extensions of their franchises. 

Up to this time the Legislature and the 
general public have had but little informa- 
tion as to street car matters except that 
which came from the companfes themselves. 
It is the purpose of the subcommittee to get 
accurate information as to the grants and 
franchises of streét car companies in cities 
like New York, Philadelphia, and Cincinnati. 
This informatton when collected is to be used 
as a basis fop street car legislation. 

The indications are that the hearing ‘will 
run along in some shape or other for many 
weeks. Nothing decisive may come from it 
‘until after the spring election in Chicago.

Johnson of Indiana Indulges 
in Attack on the President 
and Expansion. 


McKinley Charged with Catering 
to Public Opinion “ Right 


or Wrong.” 


NIGHT SESSION IS -HELD. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 25.—The House 


witnessed an exhibition of excitement and 
scenes of unbounded enthusiasm today 
when the two Republicans, Mr. Johnson, the 
Indiana member, and Mr. Dolliver of Iowa 
locked horns on the question of expansion. 

The army bill, which wes under debate, 
was swallowed up in the broader question of 
our future national policy and the debate 
was lifted from the dead level of mediocrity 
ftnto absolute brilliancy: 

Mr. Johnson attacked the position of the 
administration. 

On past occasions he has won a reputation 
asa master of invective, and the knowledge 
that he was to speak had attracted an enor- 
mous crowd to the galleries. Today he 
added to his reputation. With satire, irony, 
and wit the keen thrusts of his logic were 
driven home. His words flowed from him in 
a perfect torrent. 

Members st in the aisles ten deep while 
he was speaking, but he tried to stop the 
applause which continually broke out from 
the Democratic side. For almost two hours 
his words poured forth. 

When he had finished Mr. Dolliver came to 
the defense of the administration. One of 
the ablest debaters and perhaps the most 
eloquent member of the Heuse, his reply set 
the Republicans wild with enthusiasm. 


Johnson Takes the Floor. 

Mr. Johnson [Rep., Ind.] then took the 
floor in opposition to the bill. 

“While the President in the presence of 
what he may conceive to be a poular de- 
mand,” he began, is hurrying the army 
and navy across the seas to inflict upon an 
alien people a government against their 
will, I propose fearlessly without regard to 
its effect upon my personal fortunes, to 
make a plea for liberty and an argument 
against the perpetration of injustice.“ 

If the Chief Executive, said Mr. Johnson, 
would break his silence and openly state 
that we did not propose to enslave the peo- 
ple of the Philippines, his word for it, the pres- 
ent strained relations in the islands would 
cease, those who were but yesterday our 
allles would return to their homes, and there 
would be no necessity for this proposed in- 
No, this would 
not be done. 

Continuing he drew a parallel between our 
revolutionary struggle and the struggle the 
Filipinos made for independence. He argued 
that today they had a stable government, 
republican in form, a President, a Vice 
President, and Congress, the whole founded 
upon the free consent of the governed. To 


charged would be an “‘ unspeakable crime.“ 
They had not waged war for a change of 
masters. They had rejected with scorn the 
high sounding mantfestos of the President 
of. the United States. They preferred to 
be free, and they now stood with arms in 
their hands undaunted, standing against the 
United States for independence and Up- 
erty, as they had stood against Spain. A 
people with such stamina were worthy of 
their freedom. 
Could it be “ criminal aggression to an- 
nex Cuba and not “ criminal aggression ”’ 
to annex the Philippines? It was true the 
natives were alien in race, language, and 
habits of thought, and therefore the whole 
scheme was to hold them as Spain had held 
her colonies in times past, as England held 
hers now, ruled over by military satraps. 


Speaks of Bribe Givers. , 
They might not be as capable as we for 
self-government,’ said Mr. Johnson. They 
might not be able to corrupt Legislatures in 
order to hold dishonored seats in the Senate 
as we were. They might not be as able to 
decide contested election cases according to 
party considerations instead of their merits 
as we were; they might not be able to prac- 
tice fraud at elections, They might be lack- 
ing in all these essential attributes of re- 
Publicanism, but they were capable of con- 
stituting a government according to their 
Own ideas. 
Mr. Johnson paid a high tribute to Agui- 
haldo and to AgoncilMo, whose letter to Sec- 
retary Hay had appeared in the morning 
Papers. That letter, he declared, was the 
fetter of a statesman, and was-worthy of a 
place in the archives of any government. 
He referred to the commission the President 
had appointed to go to the islands and report 
on the situation. It was not enough, he said, 
that the commisisoners should be men of 
high character, but they must be without 
Preconceived prejudices if the truth was to 
obtained. |

| Attacks the President. 
“If William McKinley ever changes 
policy regarding the Philippines,“ he de- 
clared in stentorian tones, he will bend to 
the weight of popular opinion, to which he 
bows, right or wrong. | 
This utterance raised a storm of applause 
from the Democratic side. Mr. Johnson re- 
Quested that such interruptions cease, as 
they took up his time. Several times ore 
had made a similar request. - 
.“I should imagine the gentleman could 
tolerate Democratic applause,’’ interrupted 
Mr. Henderson of Iowa. 
“The gentleman can always tolerate the 
Applause of honest men, no matter whence 
it comes, replied Mr. Johnson, quickly, 
Aud he can also tolerate the narrow cen- 
sure of those of his own party as he has done 
uently in the past. He has never been 
80 well satisfied with himself as when his 
narrow colleagues were crying him down.” 
Proceeding, he denounced the President's 
Course as a “policy of evasion,” and 
Charged that his supporters were conjuring 
UP specters to drive in the opposition. It 
Was declared that our failure to take the 
Philippines would precipitate a general Eu- 
Popean war, that all the nations of Europe 


drew. He said he had seen no such disposi- 
tion except on the part of Germany, and 
She was actuated by the example of our 
Breed.

Mr. Johnson next referred to the part 
Great Britain had taken in inducing the 
United States to enter into controversies of 
the far East and of the manner in which 
British assistance was being given to the 
“iniquitous policy of William McKinley.”’ 
Let there be a néw‘treaty, he pleaded, vehe- 
mently. Let it not give twenty millions for 
a cession of the Philippines to the United 
States, but let it provide unequivocally that 
Spain withdraw from the Philippines and 
give to the Philippines the inestimable bless- 
ings of liberty. 

The Indiana member turned to the “ cost 
of expansion.”..He detailed the cost of the 
war and the estimates of $145,000,000 for the 
military establishment. and $47,000,000 for 
the naval establishment for the next fiscal 
year. It showed, he said, that our war 
budget exceeded that of the great military 
powers of the world. It was within three 
millions of the cost of Great Britain's vast 
establishment, by which she ruled her co- 
lonial empire; it was more than the war 
budget of Germany, more than that of 


France or any ether nation on the face of 


the globe. And this was to realize the 
wild dream of expansion.“ 

Mr. Johnson’s time was twice extended, 
Democratic members of the Military com- 
mittee yielding their timeto him. The Mon- 
roe doctrine, he declared, would vanish with 
the annexation of the Philippines. If we 
reached out into the other hemisphere we 
could not properly resist aggression in this. 
Mr. Johnson said that the cup of our national 
humiliation was filled to overflowing, and in 
closing said: 

We have witnessed the splendid achieve- 
ments of our soldiers and sailors and have 
inspired tn the old world a feeling of respect. 
This country, the beacon light of liberty, this 
locked and intrenched continent, this proud 
and erect nation, which never in its history 
was obliged to ask a favor of any other coun- 
try on earth, now depends upon the inter- 
vention of England to keep other powers off 
its back. We have become a miserable men- 
dicant, dependent upon the mother country. 
We are compelled to abandon the cardinal 
principle of protection and submit to the 
‘open door ’ policy —.“ 

At this point the gavel fell and Mr. Johnson 
said he would not trespass further upon the 
time of the other side though he was urged 
to go on. 

** I thank the other side,“ he said, for the 
opportunity to be heard which I could not 
obtain from this side.“ 

There was a whirlwind of applause when 
Mr. Johnson took his seat and many Demo- 
crats crowded up the aisle to congratulate 
him. 


Dolliver Rises to Reply. 

‘When Mr. Dolliver of Iowa rose to reply 
there was an outburst of applause from the 
Republican side. Almost. every seat on the 
floor by this timé was occupied and the gal- 
leries were packed to the doors. He had 
never heard the epithet ‘‘ Spanlard applied 
to the gentleman from Indiana or any other 
member on the floor, and if the gentleman 
deserved the title he must get it from some 
other tongue than his. 

J am not here to speak for the adminis- 
tratlon,“ he continued. I belong to the 
humble ranks of my party, and have not 
been in the White House since the war with 
Spain began. But I might resent the state-

May 
wheat yesterday touched 75 cents, Wich, 
While the top price so far on the crop, is a 
modest figure by comparison with the quo- 
tations established during the Leiter cam 
paign. EXver since the Leiter operations 
Were abandoned the failure of produce 
markets to respond to the buoyancy of stocks 
and the evidences of material prosperity .

VOTE ON THE TREATY. 
The Senute has agreed unanimously to 


take a vote on the peace treaty a week from 
next Monday. The anti-expansion Sen- 


ators who have been delaying action seem | 


to have tedlized at last the gravity of the 
situation and the magnitude of the dangers 
to which they are exposing the country as 
regards affairs in the Philippines and as re- 
gards its relations with European nations, 
which for obvious reasons wish to see peace 
and good order prevailing in the islands. 
Washington dispatches state that fears 
are entertained that Germany or Spain or 
both of them may recognize Aguinaldo’s 
revolutionary government. It is thought 
Spain might be induced to do this to secure 
the release of Spaniards held by Aguinaldo, 
and Germany in order to secure a foothold 
in the islands, It is not likely that either 
nation has taken any steps in that direction 
as yet. The recognition of Aguinaldo by 
Spain would be a repudiation of the treaty 
by that country and would deprive it of all 
claim to the twenty million dollars the 
United States has agreed to pay. Spain 
needs those millions greatly. Such action 
on the part of Germany would be an “ un- 
friendly act which this country could not 
submit to. The German government is not 
hunting for trouble with che United States. 
But if the American government were to 
do nothing at Washington or in the Phillp- 
pines, allowing the present situation in the 
islands to last indefinitely or to grow worse, 
thus interfering gravely with the commer- 
cial relations of the Philippines and differ- 
ent European nations, then it is more than 
likely that some one of those nations would 
begin hinting that the situation ip the 
Philippines is not altogether satisfactory 
to it: It would be almost impossible to find 
fault with such a hint. The United States 
would do the same thing if its commercial 


| interests were affected in the same way. 


Possible complications with other nations 
are not so much to be feared, however, as 
the troubles which are sure to grow out of 
delays which enable Aguinaldo to strength- 
en himself and which tend to confirm the 
Filipinos in the belief that the United States 
either is not strong enough to assert sov- 


ereignty over the Philippines or does not 


wish to do so. Every day of passivity makes 
Aguinaldo mere arrogant and confirms his 
followers in the belief that they are the 
masters of the situation. When the in- 
surgents see that their refusal to surrender 
lloilo to the Americans is not followed by 
any aggressive act on the part of the Amer- 
icans, and that the latter remain cooped up 
in their transports in the harbor, the insur- 
gents must draw the conclusion that the 
Americans are afraid of them. 

The mass of the Filipinos know nothing 
about the treaty which is now before the 
Séhate, or of the unwillingness of the Amer- 
ican government to take action until it has 
been ratified. They only know that the 
American soldiers remain in Manila, doing 
nothing to extend the area of their control, 
while Aguinaldo is actively engaged in ex- 
tending and confirming his power. Natur- 
ally the Filipinos feel increasing respect for 
Aguinaldo and are beginning to think less 
of the Americans. This will make it all the 
harder to establish peace and good govern- 
ment in the Philippines. | 

It would be better if a vote on the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty could be taken today in- 
stead of eleven days hence. During that 
period untoward events may happen. The 
insurgents may commit acts which will 
make it necessary for the American forces 
to abandon their passive attitude. Still, it 
is something gained to know that the flood 
of talk will not go on forever and that the 
present Senate will have an opportunity to 
vote on the treaty. : 

It is the duty of the Senate to ratify that 
treaty. If it fails to do so the matter will 
have to be laid before the next Senate. 
The President has let it be known that he 
will call an extra session for that purpose. 
That will be a postponement of more than 
a month. The insurgents will make use of 
that time in such a way that when the 
treaty is ratified, as it will be finally, it will 
be a much harder and more costly task for 
the United States to establish peace and

State Benator Henry of

Cases are 
not infrequent, however, of the poor author 
stumbling across his work in later years 
with a different name—a distinguished one, 
too—and revamped sufficiently to make the 
question of piracy a matter of doubt. Jn 
the Carelton-Goodwin case it seems the or- 
dinary preeautions were carelessly over- 
looked. The public will applaud the verdict, 
despite Goodwin's popularity. His posi-

Wolframite, the metal 
which has been discovered near Lead, the 
center of the gold mining belt, isa tungstate 
of iron and manganese, indisfensabie in the 
manufacture of certain grades of steel, and 
now supplied to this country by Germany. 


BRIGANDAGE IN CUBA, 

Persistent rumors continue to come from 
Cuba to the effect that sundry bands of 
former insurgents are taking to the woods 
for the purposes of brigandage and general 
defiance of American law and order. The 
insurgents have apparently given up hope 
of getting any back pay from the United 
States and have developed a tendency to 
keep their arms and to go into the guerrilla 
business for what there is in it. A Cuban 
insurgent General named Rabi, with 1,500 


men, is said to have taken to the hills in 


Santa Clara in defiance of American au- 
thority. A Cuban Captain named Planch 
has been ordering the workmen on a 
Guantanamo sugar plantation to quit work 
under penalty of punishment by the Cuban 
army. His is not an isolated example, and 
there is a general tendency on the part of 
the roving bands of insurgents to continue 
their old-time trick of burning sugar mills 
‘and keeping the island in turmoil. 

This sort of thing, of course, cannot and 
will not be tolerated. Cuba cannot be al- 
jowed, even temporarily, to become an 
American Sicily, infested with blackmail- 
ing and murderous bands of brigands. The 
alluring prospect of living an easy life of 
robbery and plunder no doubt tempted 
many of, the so-called insurgents to take 
up their guerrilla warfare against Spanish 
rule. Now that the Spaniards are driven’ 
from the island they are unwilling to settle 
down to honest work on plantations or in 
mills, and the more lawless ones are plan- 
ning to continue the rapine business at the 
old stand. They will quickly learn that 
the business no longer pays, and that Amer- 
ican soldiers are a different sort from the 
spiritless and half-starved Spanish soldiers 
with whom they have hitherto had to deal. 

If the Cuban soldiers turn bandits they 
must be dealt with after the manner of ma- 
rauding Indians on the Western plains. 
They must be pursued by American cav- 
alry and be captured or w out. ‘There 
are many old border fighters in the army 
who will know just how to do that kind 
of work, and the Cuban outlaws will quick- 
dy discover that Americans are quite as 
familiar with the bushwhacking methods 
of warfare as they are themselves. The 
department Governors and commanders of 
the various “garrisons in Ouba are already 
under orders to keep a sharp lookout for 
any movement of the kind that is feared, 
and they will be only too glad of an op- 
portunity to give a lifelike imitation of 
what Uncle Sam logks like when suppress- 
ing organized brigandage. | 

In the meantime, if the Washington au- 
thorities are going to do anything in the 
way of paying the insurgents it is desirable 
that it should be done as soon as possible. 
The President is said to be in favor of 
paying at least a part of the Cuban soldiers’ 
claims, and it is evident that they will need 
assistance of some sort in getting back into 
peaceful pursuits. It would probably be 
the cheapest way of disarming them. In 
any event, the matter should be settled 
promptly in one way or the other, and then 
if thé insurgents go into the bandit business 
Governor General Brooke will know what 
to do. The days for choosing brigandage 
as a healthful occupation in Cuba are for- 
ever past. 
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The old-timers in Chicago’s 
Lovis STAAB’s Musical world will learn 
Darn. with regret of the death of 
the pianist, Louis Staab. 
Mr. Staab was one of the oldest pianists in 
Chicago, having come here in 1855, but for 
several years past he had almost disappeared 
from active life, being in poor health and 
having barely strength enough to devote 
himself to the tuition of afew pupils. In his 
day Mr. Staab was a brilliant, showy player 
of remarkable technique, and with a faculty 
of pleasing concert-goers who liked socalled 
popular music. His concerts and recitals 
were quite the rage thirty years ago, and his 
own compositions, which were mostly tran- 
p8triptions, though he wrote original plano 
pieces and songs also, were highly popular. 
He was successful as a teacher, and his 
list of pupils in this city must be a large one, 
as he was a favorite for many years. His 
brother Franz, who was not so brilliant a 
performer, but perhaps a better grounded 
musician, died some years ago in Australia. 
whither he went after the Chicago fire. 


THE NEW ANTI-TRUST BILL. 

The recommendation of the Attorney Gen- 
eral that a new, workable anti-trust law be 
enacted has been acted on promptly by 
Senator Baxter. He has drafted a bill to 
which exception cannot be taken except by 
those who are beneficiaries of trusts. The 
bill defines. trusts with sufficient fullness 
and provides penalties which will not be 
deemed too severe. The penalties are fines 
ranging from $500 to $15,000, imprisonment 
in jail not exceeding one year, and the for- 
feiture of the franchises of an offending 
corporation. Senator Baxter’s bill contains 
none of those exemptions which undoubt- 
edly invalidate the present law. All com- 
binations by two or more persons, firnis, cor- 
porations, or associations to prevent compe- 
tition, limit production, and keep up prices 
become amenable to prosecution and punish- 
ment. 

It is alleged that the bill may be con- 
strued as making labor unions unlawful 
because it defines as a trust a combination 
for certain purposes, not merely of “ cap- 
ital,” but of skill or gets.“ The pur- 
poses, however, to effect which combina- 
tions are unlawful relate to merchandise, 
produce, or commodities. While political 
economists speak of labor as a ity, 
offered for sale by its owner, the working- 
than, the courts do not look on labor from 
that point of view. They do not deem it 
merchandise or.a commodity. They would 
not hold that the bill covers unions. - . 

One of the new featured of the bill is a 
provision to the effect that if the State can 
show that a corporation is acting in concert 
with some person or corporation in the con- 
duct of its business then the proof of that | 


fact “shall devolve upon such corporation 
the burden to prove that such concerted 
action is not in violation of the provisions of 
this act.” That is; general unity of action 
on the part of two corporations raises the 
presumption that they are pursuing a com- 
moh policy in violation of the anti-trust 
law. They must show that the seeming 
concurrence of action’ evidenced by thelr: 
acts is due to accident and not to the result 
of agreement. 

Another provision is that where a cor-. 
provisions of the act any stockholder, no 
matter when he got his stock, may begin 
proceedings to enforce that forfeiture. Pro- 
ceedings thus begun, for whatever motive. 
cannot be dismissed by the court before 
which they are pending on the motion of the 


Attorney notice. The latter, if he sees fit, 
“fin go on with the suit on behalf of the 
State. Sometimes stockholders begin 
proper suits with improper motives; and 


drop the suits when they have been bought 
Off or “satisfied.” They will not be able : 


to do that under the Baxter bill. 

e bill seems to be, on the whole, a care- 
fully drawn, comprehensive measure. It 
meets the requirements of the Attorney 
General, who has intimated that if he is giv- 
en the kind of law he needs he will begin a 
campaign against trusts. The Legislature 
should take him at his word and pass at 
once a strong atiti-truat measure; There 
should be no politics in legislation of that 
kind. Democrats: should be as prompt to 
support it as Republicans. There is no rea- 
son why an anti-trust bill with an emer- 
gency clause attached should not go through 
without the least difficulty. | 7

Not only is it now free from debt, but it

It seems that Mr. Martin A. Ryerson 
offered a liberal sum toward the comple- 
tion of the east wing of the building on 
condition that the debt should first be wiped 
out, Friends have accordingly rallied to 
the front with the well-known enthusiasm of 
Chicago donors, two giving $10,000 each, 
and a number $5,000 apiece, until the whole 
$100,000 was covered. Who the donors 
are has not yet been made public, but the 
fact that Messrs. Hutchinson, Ayer, and 
Ryerson had the matter completely ar- 
ranged before they left for Mexico indi- 
cates that they had some share in it, as

Conclusive Evidence. 


Some workmen in digging the foundations for a 
new building at the corner of Smith and Jones 
streets yesterday afternoon found a fossilised 
human skeleton. Its great size—it measured nearly 
eight feet in length—awakened at first a suspicion 
that it was a manufactured skeleton, placed there 
beforehand with a view to having it conveniently, 
discovered at the proper time and exhibited 
at some local museum. Ancient records tell of sim- 
ilar deceptions. An antiquarian who saw the 
gigantic skeleton unearthed yesterday says that 
the people of the United States were greatly ex- 
cited during the latter half of the nineteenth 
century over the finding of an enormous stone 
image supposed to be the petrified form of some 
giant of prehistoric times, On account of the lo- 
cation where it was discovered it was known as 
the Cardiff giant.“ It was exhibited to crowds 
of eager people for months, but was finally found 
to be the work of a designing and unscrupulous 
sculptor, who had cut it from a block of gypsum 
and, with the aid of a confederate, had buried it 
in the ground and allowed it to remain there until 

the time was considered ripe for exhuming it. 

The immense skeleton which was dug up yester- 
day was thoroughly examined by experts. Ali 
agreed that it was genuine, but some held it to be 
a relic of a lost race, while others maintained that 
it was simply an abnormal development. All dis- 
cussion’ was set at rest finally, however, by the 
finding of a piece of metal near where the skeleton 
itself was discovered. The metal was much cor- 
roded, but had been ed from total destruc- 
tion by apparently accidental wrappings of some 
unknown substance. A close examination of this 

iece of metal disclosed the fact that it was of 

rass, and was of the shape of a button. 

This dissipated the mystery. The skeleton was 
evidently that of a Chicago policeman of the year 
1899.—F rom the Daily Bread of June 29, A. D. 4277.

In all the spoken and written words of the 
„ antl-Imperialists we find not a syllable 
to indicate any adequate conception of the 
great problems of the Orient. Suppose we 
should insist upon staying at home, refusing 
to take any part in settling these problems. 
We know how England is hated by the other | 
powers because she represents liberal insti- 
tutions and governs her colonies with some 
regard to the welfare of their inhabitants. 
Suppose the other powers, secure against 
interference by the great American republic, 
should unite in the partitiog of China. to ex- 
ploit its resources for their own selfish pur-

In what condition would that leave us? 
What would be the effect on the cause of 
human liberty in the world? Could we help 
ourselves by reciting the Declaration of In- 
dependence, declaiming Washington’s fare- 
well address, or Asserting the Monroe doc- 
trine from our high places? We do not be- 
lleve the world is going to take this step 
backward. We have faith in the progress 
of the race. But we havea duty to perform, 
and if -we should shirk it we would be re- 
sponsible for the evils which would follow. 
‘The reactionary powers might unite to try 
to erush England, but they would know bet- 
ter than to combine against the English- 
speaking world—that part of the world 
which stands for human rights and liberal! 
institutions. The separation of the English- 
speaking people means danger to all that 
we hold dear. Their standing together 
means peace and progress and the weaken- 
ing of the bonds of despotism every where. 
How absurd, then, for us to stand on the 
letter of certain phrases in the Declaration 
of Independence, phrases which we have 
never seen realized At home, and make them 
an excuse for neglecting the cause of the 
spirit of humanity which they inculcate!

Electric Speed of 175 Miles an Hour. 

Professor Sidney H. Short contributes to 
the January Cosmopolitan an interesting 
paper entitled The Coming Electric. 
road. It derives special interest from tho 
fact that the author is one of the most dis- 
tinguisned electricians in the United States, 
and is second to no other in practical knowl- 
edge of the subject under consideration. 
He concurs in the general belief that “‘Amer- 
ican genius and American’ millions will 
overcome all obstacles to the substitution 
of electricity for steam on long distance 
railways.“ 

Referring to the objection that if steam 
were to be supplanted by electricity, billions 
of dollars in plants would be sacrificed, Pro- 
fessor Short replies that this is simply beg- 
ging the whole question, He says that a 
vastly preponderating number of items in a ¢ 
steam railway property of today would not 
be diminished one dollar in value by this 

change of motive power. Indeed, he adds, 

all, save car trucks, locomotives, and repair 
shop equipment devoted to locomotive work, 
would continue in uhinterrupted use under 
an electric régime. The professor estimates 
that the cost of fuel per horse-power hour 
would be reduced to half a cent, that track 
life would lengthen, and that repairs to 
motors would cost much less than they do 
in the case of the heavier and more com- 
plicated locomotive: He is certain that elec- 
tricity means noteworthy savings in out- 
lay as well as far better service. 

As to the matter of speed, Professor Short 
promises 110 miles an hour for passenger 
trains. As to safety, he has no doubt. On 
this point he says: The Westinghouse 
air brake makes it safe to run a succession 
of steam trains over the same track at the 
rate of eixty miles an hours. Electric 
trains, running at 125 miles an hour, will 
be braked by the pneumatic control, a new 
device which supplements the air brake, is 
attached with it, and uses the same alr. 
One operator at the head of the train con- 
trols all the motors.“ If afiy accident should 
shut off the electric current, the train would 
be automatically stopped by the pneumatic 
arrangement. The prafessor seep possi- 
bilities far beyond his promise of 110 miles 
an hour, and he goes so far as to assert that 
there are ho difficulties in respect of safety 
or durability of track to prevent the attain- 
ment ot 175 miles an hour. 

If we may judge the near future by the 
recent past, all this is but a strong prob- 
ability—almost a certainty—of the first dec- 
of the twentieth century.—Washington 

What It Costs to Be a Judge. 


And, in this connection I will state aby 
own experience. I have been on the bench 
continuously for twenty-five years last 
May, and my salary, at first $3,000 and since 
1887 $3,500, has never for a single year paid 
my year’s expenses, or anywhere near it. 
The nearest it has ever come to making 
the two ends meet was in 1874, the year next 
after my appointment, when my expetises 
of support were $4,416. And this sum did 
not include house rent (I own my housc), 
but did include housé repairs, nor did it 
include taxes, nor expense of board and 
travel when at court away from home, nor 
money paid for law books, nor gifts 10 
friends and relatives, excepting small cur- 
rent charities. The next nearest to this was 
in 1880, when my living expenses, making 
the same exclusions of deductions as befére 
stated, were $4,759. The disparity in all 
the other years of my occupancy of a seat 
on the bench between receipts and expenses 
was greater than in the instance named. 
And while it may not be Worth whilé to ex- 
pose the facts in detail, I will say in general 
terms that for the period of more than a 
quarter of.a century during which 1 have | 
been & member of the court, and wholly in 
the service of the State, my ordinary living 
expenses, not including any of those {tems 
enumerated above, exceed all the amount 
of salary received by me from the State 
by more than the sum of $60,000. And stil} 
I am not aware that I am r by my 
friends and neighbors as living at all ex- 
travagantly.—A letter from Chief Justice 
Peters of Maine in Boston Globe.

neral Eagan exhibited no signs of nerv- 
usness, but the expression of his face and 
his manner clearly indicated that he realized 
that the trial involved consequences to him 
or the gravest character. | 
Eagan Pleads Not Guilty. i 

At the conclusion of the reading, on being 
requested to plead to the specifications to the 
first charge, he said. Not guilty,’’ not de- 
nying, however, that the specifications set 
forth correctly part of the language used.

Continuing, Mr. Worthington said that he 
desired to state briefly to the court the sub- 
stance of General Eagan’s defense. 

Whatever, said he, the court may 
think of the propriety of the language used 
by General Hagan before the War Investi- 

ting committee, there is no doubt in my 
Mind that he was fully protected in using 
that language by the laws of the land. 


Eagan Appeals to Alger. 

Immediately upon reading the testimony 
given by General Miles, he said, General 
Eagan went to the Secretary of War and 
asked leave to bring charges against him. 

General Alger had replied that under the 
President's order of immunity, General Miles 
could not be held foo eg for his lan- 
Buage before the committee. 

The newspapers then took it up, and goad- 
ed General Eagan almost to desperation. 

The language which General Eagan used

The mishap which kept King George of 
eece confined to his couch during the first 
fortnight of the present year, and which 
still causes him to limp painfully, has been 
the subject of a good deal of quiet fun. 

It seems that on New Year's eve the King 
was, in accordance with time-honored cus- 
tom, distributing presents to the members 
of his family. The gift destined for his 
eldest son, the Crown Prince, was a rather 
heavy marble statuette of the Goddess of 
Victory. 

As he ‘was in the act of offering it to his 


from his handg and fell on the end of. his 
foot, crushing it badly, while it is needless 
to say that the poor goddess was shattered 
by this contact with the marble floor. 

Had it not been for, this misadventure no 
one would have known of the nature of the 
King’s New Year’s present to his son. 

But, in view of the latter's achievements 
during the war with Turkey, when not only 
his capacity as a military leader but even 


his personal courage were called in question, .

It is not generally known that the Queen, 
the Prince of Wales, and the other mem- 
bers of the reigning house of Great Britain 
entertain a deep grudge against nobles and 
landowners who have rendered themselves 
guilty of harshness or even of unfairness 
toward their tenantry, and many is the time 
that both the Queen and her first born have 
been heard to remark in conversation that 
they did not like this or that personage be- 
cause they were bad to their tenants. 

On one occasion, when one of the royal 
household ventured. to express his regret 
that her Majesty's sympathy for unfairly 
treated tenantry was not more widely 
known, she explained that she was a tenant 
herself.

The signature of the French ruler bears 
the date of July 23. is preceded by the words, 
„ Promettons gu’il sera inviolablement ob- 
serve,“ and ars the name Mac Mahon, 
Maréchal de France, Duc de Magenta, Presi- 
dent de le Republique.” 

Austria's ratification of the treaty is in 
Latin, the signature of Francis Joseph being 
preceded by the Latin words, Nos visis et 


probamus in omnibus et singulis disposi- 
tionibus qua in illis continentur, atque ipsas 
histe ratas gratasque habere declaramus, 
verbo nostre Czesareo et Regio promitientes 
nos eas fideliter adimpletures esse.“ 

That of Germany bears the handwriting 
of the then Crown Prince, who subsequently 
became Emperor Frederick III. His signa- 
ture is preceded by a few French words, and 


treaty in lieu of that of his father, old Em- 
peror William. was because the latter was at 
the time prostrated by the wounds received 
— the hands of his would-be assassin, No- 

Uing. 

The ratification of the Czar is as follows:

A good deal of misapprehension ‘prevails 
with regard to the nature of the office of 
sergeart-at-arms, to which General Sir Ar- 
thur Ellis, the well known equerry of the 


Prince of Wales, has just been appointed | 


after forming part of the Prince’s household 
for thirty years. 

It must be thoroughly understood that the 
office in question differs from the dignity of 
the same name in connection with the State 
and National Legislatures in the United 
States. 

Strictly speaking, the English sergeants- 
at-arms are not Parliamentary officials but 
members of the royal household. The corps 
was formed by King Richard Cceur de Lion, 
the crusader monarch of England, as a. 
bodyguard for himself and for the purpose 
of arresting traitors and other offenders 
about the court, their mace being considered 
sufficient authority to enable them to make 
the arrest. 

According to an order of the Privy Council 
which bears the date of 1417 a sergeant-at- 
arms may apprehend any subject of the 
King within the four seas of England in any 
house, castle, or court—always excepted the 
eldest son of the sovereign.’ Sir Arthur 
Ellis, therefore, by virtue of his new office, 
has the right to arrest any one excepting his 
former master, the Prince. 

The investiture of a sergeant-at-arms 

es of the same nature as the confer- 
ring of knighthood. For the new’sergeant- 
at-arms falls on his knees before the sover- 
‘elgn, who thereupon, taking the silver S. 8. 
collar from the Lord Chamberlain, places 
The 
sovereign then takes the mace of office, taps 
the sergeant on the right shoulder with it, 
and exclaims, *‘ Rise up, sergeant-at-arms 
and esquire forever.“ 

Nowadays the number of sergcants-at- 
arms has been reduced from thirty to ten. 
Of these eight attend the sovereign on great 
state occasions, receiving salaries of $400 a 
year each. 

The remaining two are assigned to the 
House of Lords and to the House of Com- 
mons respectively, the sergeant-at-arms in 
attendance on the House of Lords receiving | 
$7,000 a vear and an official residence in the 
palace of Westminster. whereas Sir Arthur 
Ellis, who is attached to the House of Com- 
mons, has to content himself with the sti- 
pend of $5,000 a year and.an official resi- 
dence. - These, of course, he enjoys in addi- 
tion to his pay as a retired General of the 
army and to his salary as secretary of the 
royal commission of the exhibition of 1851, 
a post carrying with it emoluments to the 
extent of $3,000 a .

Mre. Wood's “ Shibboleth ” Trips Up on 
Relative Pronouns — Mise Burner“ 


„ Evelina” Reprinted for Modern 


Readers—Miss Bell's and Mise Nix- 
on’s Short Stories Have Good Points 
ur. Sayre’s “ Two Summer Girls 
and I” Fall of Puns, 


HE Shibboleth ” of Miss S. Ella Wood 
. discloses the fact that she is an ac- 
* complished musician, with 
ough knowledge of all the many re- 
quirements of that noble and abstruse 
art. No one can follow the melodramatic 
career of her heroine, Erminia Couronne, 
without being struck by the loving care with 
which her progress in musical knowledge 
is developed. Yet, for all her knowledge 
of a sister art, it seems never to have dawned 
upon Miss Wood's mind that novel writing 


is in itself an art no less technical and com- 


plex than music, and that a good novel no 
more is to be produced without training 
than an oratorio.er opera. That Miss Wood 


has as yet attained little more than a 


knowledge of the gamut in the literary art 
may be seen by a glance at almost any page 
of her book. Selecting one at random, this 
paragraph is found: 

Erminia, who thought herself worldly wise, also 
that she knew what the world buys and sells, 
thought she was too advanced in her views not to 
see the real vulgarity of our society under its 
veneer of etiquette, knew that she was a bugbear 
to the ultraconservatism of her mother, who could 
net reconcile herself to the heterodox views of her 
daughter, who seemed to her mind a 23 1 
in advance of her day. 

This sort of English is not 3 but 
is the rule. Take the next page on which 
any narrative is written: 

Her father assumed a portentous modesty as he 
took the neutral position with folded arms, while 
the women of his family crossed swords, who at all 
times, if the truth were known, chose the position 
of putative father from patriarchal descent, rather 
than the authority which he considered it his duty 
to exercise in order to give a healthy demonstration 
of tyranny, simply as a counter irritant against 
that of his daughter, whose will, in reality, when 
not interfering with his own schemes, was his 
law. Her muliebriety was apt to gain its point in 
the end, when she was dead set in her own convic- 
tions, as now. 

Apparently Miss Wood has in no case 
been able to gét the better of a relative 
pronoun when unfortunate enough to hit 
upon one. This differentiates the mud- 
diness of her style from that of George 
Meredith's, for he does not fail in grammar, 
however much he lacks in lucidity. Nor are 
Miss Wood’s characters within the bounds 
of ordinary possibility. The accidents which 
she puts upon them are forced and in- 
credible, and what does the heroine mean 
by selecting for ordinary wear a dagger, 
which Miss Wood describes as a toy.“ at 
the same time informing her readers that 
it has a hilt six inches long—which is longer 
than the hilts of two ordinary swords?

Frances Burney’s “Evelina, the novel that 
captivated our English great-grandmothers 
in their youth, has been reissued by the Lip- 
pincott company. To the high-strung tastes 
of the present day ‘ Evelina’s” old- 
fashioned epistolary style and deliberate 
movement seem much too slow. It is hard 
to realize that this is the novel which Dr. 
Johnson praised in 1778, and whose char- 
acters he mimicked with roars of laughter, 
or that this is the story over which Sir 
Joshua Reynolds became so absorbed that 
he had to be fed while reading it. Long 
years afterward Miss Burney, who had 
then become Mme. d' Arblay, told Scott 
how, on first hearing of the furore her 
maiden novel was creating, rushed out to 
the garden and executed a dance around a 
friendly mulberry*tree. Even now these 
interminable letters from Lady Howard to 
Mr. Villars, and of Mr. Villars to Evelina, 
are not without their interest—provided one 
has plenty of leisure in which to read them. 
The appalling fact, however, that no less 
than eighty chapters are headed “ Evelina 
in Continuation,“ cannot be discounted. 
Evélina finally captures a lord and a title, 
but only a few modern readers will be will-

MATCH COMPANY’S BIG CHECK. 


Moore Brothers Make Voluntary Pay- 
ment of $200,000—Local Stock 
Items and Closing Prices. 


The Diamond Match company was yes- 
terday in receipt of a check of $200,000 from 
Messrs. W. H. and J. H. Moore. This 
amount was in voluntary settlement of al- 
leged claims of the Diamond Match com- 
pany against the Moore brothers arising. 
out of the disastrous failure in 1896. On 
payment of this check the Moore brothers 
received a release for all time against any 


claims outstanding against them by the 


Diamond Match company. 

The action of the Moore brothers in mak- 
ing payment on a claim which had never 
even been prosecuted against them, and 
probably could not have stood the test of 
the courts even if it had come up in them, 
furnishes a most striking instance of high 
business honor, and is in line with the gen- 
erally square policy of the Moore broth- 
ers in giving ample and gratuitous satis- 
faction, now that they are on their feet once 
more, to all who innocently suffered by 
means of their unfortunate speculation in 


It will be remembered that previous to 
the great collapse on the local exchange the 
Executive committee of the Diamond Match 
company, of which President O. C. Barber 


was chairman, had trusteed with J. K. Rob- | 


inson, treasurer of the company, nearly 
$800,000, which was to be used in further 
ance of the big deal pending with the Bry- 
ant & May company (Limited) of England, 
a condition precedent of which was that 


the value of Match shares should be put to. 
After the failure the Diamond Match

company officials put the entire responsi- 
bility for the loss of this money on the 
Moore brothers, yet they never brought 
charges against them in court, it probably 
being recognized that any exposure of the 
inside workings of the famous Match deal 
would render uncomfortable some of the 
members of the blind pool who happened 


to be officially connected with the Diamond 


Match company. 


The Moore brothers consistently refused 
to recognize any personal responsibility on 


their part for the loss of this large sum of. 
money. However, as fortune favored them 


‘well during the last two years, and owing to 


thefr desire that the stockholders of the 
Diamond Match company should not have 
occasion to cherish even an unjust grievance 
against them, they decided to make the 
gratuitous payment of $200,000 to the Dia- 
mond Match company.

This activity since the opening of 
the year has surprised the most optimistic 
in the trade, and if Chicago keeps up the 
| pace already set, 1899 will be a phenomenal 
‘gear. There can scarce!y be any doubt but 
that the exceptional advantages of Chicago 
as a drug market are becoming more wide- 
dy known and regular trade is being attract- 
ed from points as far east as western Penn- 
sylvania and as far west as eastern Colo- 
rado. In round lots supplied by mahufac- 
turers and importers Chicago is making con- 
stant gains, and the month thus far has been 
more active than any corresponding period 
in recent years. In heavy chemicals the 
trade passing is of large volume at firm 
prices. 

AS to the city trade the situation has 
cleared up considerably, jobbers having 
fmodified their quarter-dozen rule so as not 
to include’ preparations selling at $1.00 and 
over. In the market for original packages 
and round lots there is a rather more active

on that account. Collections are reported 
unusuallly prompt.

Contend the City should Bear Its Share 
» of the Expense in View of the Large 
Revenue It Derives from Truck 

f Farmers — Want the Policemen’s 


some Other Suitable Locality—Com- 
‘mittee Named to Present Demands. 


Owners of real estate fronting Haymarket 
square—that part of West Randolph street 
between Desplaines and Halsted streets— 
decided on granite yesterday as their choice 
of material for the repaving of that thor- 
oughfare and market place and took steps 
to secure a change in the city’s plan to com- 
pel them to pay for the entire cost of the 
paving. They contend that the city either 
should bear its share of the expense, in view 
‘of the fact it derives a large revenue from 
the market fees collected from truck and 
produce farmers, or else turn over the 
market to them, allowing them to collect 
the reyenue and defray the entire cost of 
paving and maintenance of the market. 

Further than this, the meeting of prop- 
erty-owners held at 148 West Randolph 
street resulted in the. selection of a, com- 

mittee to seek the removal from Haymarket 
squaye of the police monument set up there 
to commemorate the riot of 1884. 

Arrangements were made two years ago 

for the paving of the square, and assess- 
ments were spread at the rate of $500 for 
each twenty-foot lot on either side of Ran- 
doiph street. This provided for granite pav- 
ing about $3.40 a square yard and contem- 
plated the payment of the entire cost by the 
property-owners, with the exception of a 
sixteen-foot strip in the middle to be paid 
for by the West Chicago Street railroad 
company. At the request of property-owners 
the matter was deferred and the Board of 
Local Improvements again postponed action 
last week to give the West Side men time 
to agree on the material they wished to 
pave with. 
The property-owners declare they should 
not be required to pay more than for a 
street of average width, if the city is to 
continue to collect in the neighborhood of 
$100 a day for market fees, the only ex- 
pense entailed being the cost of extsa 
scavenger service and the hire of a market 
master at $75 a month to make collections. 

Among the property-owners on the square 
are Mayor Harrison and the Roman Catholic 
Church. It was said every foot of property 
was represented at the meeting, with the 
possible exception of that held by the 
Mayor, and as there was one person at the 
meeting whom none of the others knew it 

was not thought certain the Mayor was 
unrepresented. John Kenney was chairman 
and Alexander Friend secretary. The Com- 
mittee on Paving selected is composed of: 
John A. Krause, 
By Frie Joseph Kenney. 
Adolph Arnold, 

This committee will meet tomorrow after- 
‘noon at 2 o’clock at the office of Mr. Friend 
and go to the City Hall to see what the city 
will do in the matter. It was intimated legal 
proceedings may be instituted in case the 
property-owners can secure their demands 
in no other way. 

The monument matter is not denaidered 
as.important as that of the paving, but the 
‘majority of those at the meeting signed a 


"petition for the removal of the statue to 


Union Park or some other suitable place. 
A cofmmittee composed of John Kenney, 
Adoiph Arnold, and Hugh McCauley was 
chosen to meet today at 123 West Randolph 
street and ascertain the cost of removal and 
what attitude the city-officials will take on 
the question.

‘‘Time—Burlington May Shorten Its 
Denver Trip—St. Paul to Make No 
Move at Present—How the Exighish 
‘Officials Regard the Mail Fixer 
General Traffic Notes. 


The Rock Island 3 will aut off 

NJ hour from the time of its fast train 
between Chicago and Omaha. The tram now 
makes the 500 miles in twelve hours, but as 
the Northwestern has rearranged the sched - 
ule of its Overland Limited the Rock 
Island will cut fts schedule. 
The Burlington also is talking of running 
a fast train between Chicago and Oma.:ia, 
but has not yet determined whether it would 
not be better to make quicker time with its 
fast Chicago and Denver train. It cannot 
hope to equal the time between Chicago and 
Omaha made by the Rock Island and North- 
western, but it can outrun them between 
Chicago,and Denver. The St. Paul, it is 
understood, will for the present 
in the contest. 

The managers of the London and North- 
western railway are quoted as saying the 
time made by the fast mail trains here is 
something unusual and worthy of special 
comment. Superintendent Turnbull of that 
road is reported as saying: “I fail utterly 
to see from the published reports of the time 
made that the English roads have any cause 
to feel ashamed. | 

Says English Do Better. 

The average speed on the American roads 
for 500 miles is said to have been fifty-four 
and one-half miles an hour. Here is the rec- 
ord of our run from London to Aberdeen on 
Aug. 22, 1895: We covered the first hal 
299% miles—in four hours and thirty-five and 


Euston and Crewe of 64.3 milesan hour, and 
between Crewe and Carlisle of 67.2 miles an 
hour. We covered the second half—Carlisle 
to Aberdeen, 241 miles—in three hours and 
fifty-four minutes. The average speed from 
Carlisle to Perth was 60.5 miles an hour, the 
average from Perth to Aberdeen 65.4 miles 
an hour. The whole journey from Euston to 
Aberdeen—404% miles—was made in eight 
hours and thirty-two minutes, including all 
stops.“ 

New train schedules will be put in effect 
on the Northwestern next Sunday. The 
changes are as follows: The time of the 
Overland Limited” will be reduced be- 
twten Chicago and Omaha one hour and 
fifty minutes. This train willleave at 8p. m.

City sleepers for Pierre. This train will run 
daily through to Ames, with a sleeping car 
through to Des Moines.

BAN ON ALLEGED HYPNOTISTS. 
Superintendent of Detention Hospital 


Refuses to Permit Experiments on 
Miss Helen Case, a Patient. 


Dr. Warren H. Hunter, superintendent of 


the Detention Hospital, yesterday said he 
‘would not allow any alleged hypnotjc ex- 
perts or spiritualistic mediums to experi- 
ment with Helen Case, who is in that insti- 
tution suffering from acute dementia. 


“All this talk about the woman being 


under. the influence of hypnotism is non- 
sense,“ he said. We have had many cases 
of women who have been suddenly seized 
with dementia, and the case of Helen Case 
differs in no wise from the others. She has 
suicidal tendencies, and if allowed to do as 
she would like to undoubtedly would end 
her lite. But there is à good chance of her 
ultimate recovery. I am of the opinion that 
she should be confined in some institution 
until her nervous system is restored to its 
normal state. 


“ Hypnotism as a science is pretty well un- 


derstood by the medical profession, and this 
woman gives not the slightest evidence that 
she is under this influence. As to Max Hoff- 
man or other persons goming to this hospital 
with the idea that they may restore her to 
mental ‘health, they will not be allowed to 
experiment with her under any circum- 
stances. She is not under a hypnotic spell, 
and I consider the idea ridiculous. I look 
to see her wholly recovered in a year.“ 


A representative of Max Hoffman visited 


R. B. Peck, the former employer of the girl, 
and said Hoffman would do anything in his 
power to restore her to her normal mental 
condition. 
make any. suggestions, saying she was in 
the hands of competent physicians, and they 
would be able to decide as to the trouble 
which affected her.
